Northern Health Announces New COBRA Support Program 


The Northern Health Plan is offering assistance 
to unemployed people who wish to continue their 
employer-sponsored health coverage under 
COBRA and need help paying monthly premi- 
ums. 

Under the new COBRA Support Program, 
Northern Health Plan reimburses one-third the 
cost of paid monthly COBRA premiums. The pre- 
mium reimbursement continues as long as indi- 
viduals are eligible for COBRA, or Northern 
Health Plan funds run out, whichever comes first. 

Anyone who has an annual household income 


up to 200% of the Federal Poverty Level (about 
$44,000 for a family of four) is eligible as long as 
they signed up for COBRA insurance through 
their former employer and pay monthly COBRA 
premiums to their former employer. Proof of pay- 
ment will trigger the reimbursement directly to 
the individual. 

To apply for the COBRA Support Program, 
contact Valeri Ramage at the Health Department 
of Northwest Michigan at 231-547-7665 or v.ram- 
age@nwhealth.org.

Therapeutic Lifestyle Change Diet

Therapeutic lifestyle changes are 
important for the prevention and 
management of heart disease. Dys- 
lipidemia (abnormal lipid levels in 
the blood) is one of the major modi- 
fiable risk factors of coronary heart 
disease and other cardiovascular 
conditions. Modifications in one's 
diet and regimen, collectively known 
as therapeutic lifestyle changes 
(TLC), are used by doctors and nu- 
tritionists as a key component of 
treatment in the management of 
dyslipidemia. 

The diet component of therapeutic 
lifestyle change is based on lowering 
the intake of saturated fat, choles- 
terol, and sodium to help reduce the 
blood cholesterol level and lower 
cardiovascular risk. According to 
therapeutic lifestyle change diet 
guidelines, one should consume just 
enough calories to achieve or main- 
tain a healthy weight and not more 
than 25-30% of the day's total calo- 
ries from fat. Also, it is advised to 
consume less than 7% of total calo- 
ries from saturated fat, less than 10% 
of total calories from polyunsatu- 
rated fats, up to 20% of total calories 
from monounsaturated fats, and less 


than 200 mg of dietary cholesterol a 
day. 

In order to minimize saturated fat 
intake, one needs to limit the con- 
sumption of ghee, butter, margarine, 
coconut, coconut oil, palm oil, and 
palm kernel oil. Choosing lean 
meats (like chicken without the 
skin) and fish over red meat or shell- 
fish may also help to significantly re- 
duce saturated fat intake. To step 
down the total cholesterol intake, 


should be kept to a minimum. 

The therapeutic lifestyle change 
diet also promotes limiting the in- 
take of sodium to around 2400 mg 
per day. Dietary restriction of 
sodium firstly involves restricting 
the intake of salt and secondly 
avoiding highly salted foods such as 
crackers, potato chips, salted nuts, 
salted popcorn, salted snacks, ready- 
to-eat and processed foods, canned 
vegetables, baking powder, soda, and 


terol and sodium remain the same 
irrespective of the total caloric in- 
take of a person; however, the rec- 
ommendations for saturated fat and 
total fat are based on the percentage 
of calories an individual consumes. 
Furthermore, the therapeutic 
lifestyle change diet emphasizes on 
the intake of 10-25 grams of soluble 
fiber every day. Soluble fiber found 
in many high-fiber foods like oats, 
citrus fruits, apples, barley, psyllium,

The other major component of the 
therapeutic lifestyle change is mod- 
erate exercise, which has been found 
to reduce the levels of bad choles- 
terol (LDL and triglycerides) whilst 
increasing the level of good choles- 
terol (HDL) in the blood.

Appointments for free mammograms available in Antrim County for eligible women 


A few appointments are still available in Antrim 
County this month for women eligible for the Health 
Department’s Breast & Cervical Cancer Control Pro- 
gram (BCCCP). Eligible women are age 40 to 64 from 
Antrim, Charlevoix, Emmet, or Otsego counties with- 
out health insurance or without coverage for mam- 
mograms and who meet income guidelines. Thanks to 
the Antrim County High Tea for Breast Cancer Pre- 
vention, women who live in Antrim County will re- 
ceive gas gift card to help with expenses for travel to 
and from their appointments. 

“Many women are surprised at how high the 
income guidelines are for the BCCCP program,’ said 
Pat Fralick, Director of Family & Community Health 
Services for the Health Department of Northwest 
Michigan. “They expect Health Department pro-

grams are only for people with severe financial needs’ 

Fralick said the guidelines are based on fam- 
ily size. For example, a woman with a family of four 
can have an income up to $55,000 and qualify for 
BCCCP. The program includes a clinical breast exam, 
Pap test, mammogram, and if further testing is 
needed that is covered too. Cancer treatment is cov- 
ered by the Medicaid Treatment Act. 

BCCCP clients are also eligible for the WISE- 
WOMAN program. The WISEWOMAN program fo- 
cuses on reducing risk factors for heart disease. 
Clients receive blood pressure and cholesterol screen- 
ing, a health history review, and assessment of current 
behaviors related to nutrition, physical activity, and 
smoking. Based on their risk, clients work with public 
health nurses to make goals to improve their health.

Easy Weight Loss 
Plan a Weight Loss

The formula for losing 
weight is simple: eat less and 
exercise more. But, it's not re- 
ally all that simple, is it? Long- 
term weight loss isn't 
impossible, but you do have to 
be committed. Having a weight 
loss plan for your success is a 
good start.

1. Eat breakfast. This keeps 
you from getting too hungry 
later and then losing control 
over what you choose to eat 
later in the day.

5. Watch portion sizes. Your 
perception of what a serving 
size should be and a "true" 
serving size can differ dramati- 
cally. Measure your portions 
accurately, especially when you 
first start your healthy eating 
regime. 

6. Set lifestyle goals - not 
weight loss goals. Commit- 
ment to eating healthy foods 
does lead to healthy weight loss 
-- gradually. Looking at your 
weight daily can cause discour- 
agement and will make many 
people give up and go back to 
unhealthy food choices. 

7. Take healthy snacks with 
you when you take road trips. 
Grab healthy granola bars, ba- 
nanas, apples and other fruit to 
prevent the temptation of stop- 
ping for a candy bar or milk 
shake.

BOYNE CITY - Whether you 
enjoy climbing hills, flat land, a wide 
open lake or a winding river, North- 
ern Michigan has many, many out- 
door summer activities to offer 
those that live here year round or 
who are visiting for a short period of 
time. 

From hiking, walking and run- 
ning to canoeing, kayaking, biking 
and everything in between, there are 
opportunities to take advantage of 
no matter what your passion. 

One of those activities that many 
locals and visitors enjoy is mountain 
biking.

“There is usually a group of 15, 
with as many as 20 people,’ Herbert 
noted. “There is also a Scholastic 
bike club that meets every Sunday in 
Petoskey and focuses on introduc- 
ing biking to middle and high 
school age riders.” “There are always 
a couple of adults that ride as well.” 

North Country Cycle Sport in 
Boyne City focuses on mountain 
and road bikes, while their Petoskey 
location has expanded to carry 
shoes that accommodate runners 
and hikers.

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Deer Bait Ban lifted for 
much of Lower Peninsula 


By Chris Fiel 

A few months back, the DNR revisited 
the possibility of removing the ban on 
baiting deer in much of the Lower 
Peninsula. To the credit of the DNR, 
they took a look at the ban on baiting 
that lasted three years and after extensive 
testing, determined that the Michigan 
deer herd was not infected with the 
Chronic Wasting Disease. 

When the ban first went into effect, 
many local hunters and businesses were 
unhappy about the new law. Hunters saw 
it as another way that the government 
was trying to control things, while farm- 
ers and businesses were losing out on the 
revenue that selling feed would bring in. 

That ban prompted many hunters to 
plant food plots for the wild animals, not 
only to help feed the animals during the 
winter months, it also provided the 
hunters with a natural feeding ground 
that they could hunt. 


With many hunters being split 50/50 
on the baiting ban, it did require those 
that were not familiar with hunting or 
the art of scouting an area to learn to do 
so. It also opened the door up for 
hunters that did practice those tech- 
niques that were undoubtedly passed 
down from previous generations to do 
So. 

Some hunters see baiting as way of 
cheating, a way to bag a deer in a short 
amount of time with minimal effort, 
while others see baiting as a means to 
opening up the sport of hunting to more 
people and generating more revenues for 
the state. 

Hunters will be allowed to place as 
much as two gallons of bait — covering 
as much as 10 square feet — on a single 
spot between Oct. 1 and Jan. 1. The ban, 
however, will remain in place in Alcona, 
Alpena, Iosco, Montmorency, Oscoda 
and Presque Isle counties.

Program 
participants are asked to mount 
and monitor a recycling bin and 
sign, periodically empty the bin 
contents, and ship the fishing line 
to Berkley Conservation Institute 
for recycling. The recovered fish- 


ing line (along with other post- 
consumer materials) is recycled 
into artificial fish habitat struc- 
tures — bringing the material back 
to anglers in a useful form. Asa 
local sponsor of the campaign, 
the Michigan Clean Marina Pro- 
gram has distributed over 30 bins 
to popular fishing areas at mari- 
nas, harbors and boating access 
sites throughout the state. City of 
East Jordan is one of such places 
to host a recycling bin, providing 
easy access for anglers to recycle 
fishing line. 


How is the City of East Jor- 
dan helping? 


We've mounted a bin and sign 
at the City Boat Launch. 

We encourage anglers to de- 
posit unwanted fishing line in the 
bin. 

Our staff periodically empties 
the bin and ships the discarded 
fishing line to the program’s recy- 


cling facility. Through an online 
database staff track how much 
fishing line we have recovered. 

The City of East Jordan Marina 
is also a Certified Michigan Clean 
Marina.

Fishing line typically takes over 
500 years to breakdown, making 
it a long-lasting nuisance in our 
lakes.

As a first order of business at the Au- 
gust Board of Commissioners meeting 
Mayor Paul Timmons called for a closed 
session clearing the meeting room for 20 
minutes. When the public session was re- 
sumed City Attorney Scott Beatty ex- 
plained that at a previous Board of

Beatty spoke with two other 
attorneys that agreed that the .5 millage 
earmarked for the fire department in 
1969 was never voted on by the citizens of 
East Jordan and therefore some cleaning

Headlee override was impossible. “It is 
my legal opinion that we can't do it? said 
Beatty. “We never had a voted fire de- 
partment millage, so this community for 
the first time in 40 years has the opportu- 
nity to clean up that ambiguity’ The 
board voted to rescind its request to have 
Beatty draft language for the November 
ballot and Beatty stated that he felt that 
they would be dealing with this issue on 
an ongoing basis for some time.

QUESTION: My  thirfeen-year-old 
daughter has become increasingly 
lazy in the past couple of years. She 
lies around the house and will sleep 
half a day on Saturday. She complains 
about being tired a lot. Is this typical of 
early adolescence? How should | deal 
with it? 


DR. DOBSON: It is not uncommon 
for boys and girls to experience fatigue 
during the years of puberty. Their physi- 
cal resources are being invested in a 
rapid growth process during that time, 
leaving less energy for other activities. 
This period doesn't last very long and is 
usually followed by the most energetic 
time of life. 

I would suggest, first, that you sched- 
ule your daughter for a routine physical 
examination to rule out the possibility of 
a more serious explanation for her fa- 
tigue. If it does turn out to be a phenom- 
enon of puberty, as I suspect, you should 
"go with the flow." See that she gets

plenty of rest and sleep. This need is 
often not met because teenagers feel that 
they shouldn't have to go to bed as early 
as they did when they were children. 
Therefore, they stay up too late and then 
drag through the next day in a state of 
exhaustion. Surprisingly, a thirteen- or 
fourteen-year-old actually needs more 
rest than when he or she was nine or 
ten, simply because of the acceleration 
in growth.

approach is to teach boys and girls valu- 
able skills with which they can compen- 
sate in years to come. They can benefit 
from learning something that will serve 
as the centerpiece of their self-concept 
during the difficult years. This would in- 
clude learning about basketball, tennis, 
electronics, art, music or even raising 
rabbits for fun and profit. It's not so 
much what you teach your child. The 
key is that he or she learns something 
with which to feel good when the whole 
world seems to be saying, "Who are you 
and what is your significance as a 
human being?" 

The teenager who has no answer to 
those questions is left unprotected at a 
very vulnerable time of life. Developing 
and honing skills with which to com- 
pensate may be one of the most valuable 
contributions parents can make during 
the elementary school years. It may even 
be worth requiring your carefree kid to 
take lessons, practice, compete and learn 
something he or she will not fully appre- 


ciate for a few more years.

AN ORDINANCE IMPOSING A MORATORIUM ON SAND & 
GRAVEL EXCAVATION OR NEW MINING LAND USES 


NORWOOD TOWNSHIP ORDAINS: 
Section 1. Legislative Findings 


The Norwood Township Board of Trustees hereby makes the 
following findings: 

1. Authorizing or allowing facilities involved in and activities 
related to excavation and resource mining prior to an 
amendment to the Zoning Ordinance could be detrimental to 
the public health, safety, and welfare of the residents of Nor- 
wood Township and would not ensure that the use will be sit- 
uated in appropriate locations within Norwood Township, as 
identified in the Norwood Township Master Plan. 

2. Norwood Township desires to ascertain the most appro- 
priate method(s) to regulate facilities involved in and activi- 
ties related to excavation and resource mining consistent 
with recent 

PA-133 of 2011 in order to protect the public health, safety, 
and welfare of the residents of Norwood. 

3. The Township Board of Trustees has determined that it is 
necessary to study and consider appropriate amendments to 
the current Norwood Township Zoning Ordinance regulat- 
ing/addressing facilities involved in and activities related to 
excavation and resource mining to ensure consistent, cohe- 
sive, and sensible land use within Norwood Township. 

4.. Norwood Township Board of Trustees has concluded that 
during the pendency of such study and consideration it 
would be counterproductive if land was rezoned and new 
land uses or the expansion of current land uses relating to 
facilities involved in and activities related to excavation and 
resource mining were permitted to move forward. 

5. The Township Board has, therefore, concluded that during 
the pendency of such study and consideration there should 
be a legislative deferral of review of any application for the 
rezoning of property to allow facilities involved in and activi- 
ties related to excavation and resource mining and a prohibi- 
tion of any development of facilities involved in and activities 
related to excavation and resource mining. 

6. The Township Board has determined that the study and 
consideration necessary for appropriate amendments to the 
current Norwood Township Zoning Ordinance regulating/ad- 
dressing facilities involved in and activities allowed related to 
excavation and resource mining should take approximately

Section 2. Moratorium; Time Limit. 


a) Norwood Township hereby adopts a moratorium on (1) 
the legislative review of any application for the rezoning 
of property to allow facilities involved in and activities re- 
lated to excavation and resource mining and (2) a prohi- 
bition of any development of facilities involved in and 
activities related to excavation and resource mining.

If any section, provision or clause of this Ordinance or the

valid, such invalidity shall not affect any remaining portions 
or application of this Ordinance, which can be given effect 
without the invalid portion or application. 

Section 5. Effective Date. 

This Ordinance shall become effective the day following its 

publication in a newspaper of general circulation within the 

Township.
